Governor General in Council feels it to be an 
object of the highest importance to the interests 
both of Great Britain and of India, to refrain as 
far as possible, from raising the duties levied on 
the Commerce of either Country. He is willing to 
trast largely to the indirect benefits of low taxation, 
and to the impulse which will be given to the 
industry of India by the removal of onerous and 
vexatious exactions. Under these considerations, 
he has resolved not to impose upon the Maritime 
Commerce of Bengal, an amount of daties which 
shall be estimated to raise more than half the sum 
of direct Revenue, which was derived from the 
Transit and Town Duties of that Presidency, In 
fruming a new Tariff upon this principle, he has 
also kept in view the object of extending to the 
other Presidencies, as soon as the state of the 
Public Revenue and other circumstances shail 
admit of it, the great boon which has been con- 
ferred upon Bengal; and ho has endeavoured to 
adopt such a scale of dutics as may be hest suited to 
the ultimate establishment of free trailie between 
the several Presidencics, and to the introduction 
of a system, as nearly uniform as practicable, for 
the Sea Customs collections in all parts of the Em- 
pire. He has likewise thought it desirable to revise 
the rates of duties, which lave heretofore been 
levied on various branches of the Trade of the 
Bengal Presidency, with a viow to the reduction 
and equalization of such duties. The following 
Draft of a proposed Act is accordingly notified for 
general information.

Governor General in Council feels it to bo an 
object of the highest importance to the interests 
both of Great Britain and of India, to refrain as 
far aa possible, from raising the duties levied on 
the Commerce of either Country. He is willing to 
trust largely to tho indirect benefits of low taxation, 
and to the impulse which will be given to the 
industry of India by the removal of onerous aud 
vexatious exactions. Under these considerations, 
ho has resolved not to impose upon the Maritime 
Commerce of Bengal, an amount of duties which 
shall be estimated to ¢ more than half the sum 
of direct Revenue, which was derived trom the 
‘Transit and ‘Town Duties of that Presidency. In 
framing a new ‘l'ariff upon tbis principle, he has 
also kept in view the object of cxtending to the 
other Presidencies, as soon as the state of the 
Public Revenue and other circumstances shall 
admit of it, the great boon which has becn con- 
ferred upon Bengal; and he has endeavoured to 
adopt such a seale of duties as may be best suited to 
the ultimate establishment of free traflic between 
the several Presidencies, and to the introduction 
of asystem, as nearly uniform as practicable, for 
the Sea Customs collections in all parts of the Em- 
pire.

By the abolition of the Transit Dati

charged with the highest rate of daty, subject always 
to an appeal to the Board of Customs, Salt and 
Opium. 





And upon the Re-export by Sea of Goods im. 
ported, excepting Opium and Salt, provided tho 
re-export bo made within two years of the date of 
Import as per Custom House Register, and the 
Goods be identified to the satisfaction of the Callece 
tor of Customs, there shall bo retained one-eighth of 
the amount of Duty levied and the remainder shail 
be repaid as Drawback, And if Goods bo re~ 
exported in the same Ship without being landed 
(always excepting Opium and Salt, in regard to 
which the special rules in force shall continue to 
apply,) there shall be no Import Duty levied 
thercon.

The following Act passed by the Right Hon’ble 
the Governor General of India in Council on the 
30th May, 1836, is hereby promulgated for gene- 
ral information :
